Among the windiest of the Doctors of that 
sickly patient called ‘ Divinity,’ in the whole 
United States, is George W. Bethune, formerly 
of Philadelphia, now of Brooklyn. He has 
grown to Aldermanic rotundity in spite of those 
mortifications of the flesh which the popular pi- 
ety of our great citics so rigidly exacts of those 
who minister at her altars! A more valiant de-
